Dear Editor, 

For some time there has been a prob- 
lem with nuisance, vandalism and litter 
in the area bounded by the Dental Sur- 
gery, Health Centre, Church and 
Hanover Close. The behaviour and lan- 
guage of those responsible for this prob- 
lem, and those who associate with them, 
has been a source of considerable dis- 
tress and frustration. They have shown 
a selfish lack of regard for persons and 
property. 

Recently this problem has grown in 
scale and effect: Residents, users of the 
facilities and staff alike have been sub- 
jected to an intolerable leve! of abuse and 
wanton damage to their environment. We 
do not believe that this problem is one 
that we as a village community should 
continue to tolerate. We believe that con- 
certed action is necessary. 

When our community was established 
it was founded on the principle of pro- 
viding a safe and clean environment in 
which to live and work. We want this to 
be true of our present community also. 
We want positively to promote the physi- 
cal and moral environment in which we 
and our children carry out our ordinary 
activities, and to protect those who are 
vulnerable. 

To this end we have met and unani- 
mously agreed a course of action. We 
intend to extend the present 24 hour 
CCTV coverage provided in our com- 
munity to include every part of the area 
referred to above: presently some cov- 
erage is already in operation. As a re- 
sult of this we intend to prosecute any- 
one caught on camera engaged in crimi- 
nal or anti-social activity. 

We are certain that this will be of ben- 
efit to our community, although we are 
naturally sad that we have been forced 
into this position: We hope, however, that 
we have your support for the stand we 
are taking to make our village a safe, 
clean and positive place in which to live.

Did you know ? 

Since the Crime and Disorder Act 
was introduced in 1998, a number of 
groups have been established in Cam- 
bridgeshire to help reduce and prevent 
crime and disorder. 

In Southern Division, three Crime 
and Disorder Partnerships exist; South 
Cambs, East Cambs and Cambridge 
City. Each Partnership group is made 
up of a number of different agency rep- 
resentatives including, Police, Local 
Authorities, health and Probation, who 
each work together to ,reduce crime 
and disorder in the community. 

All the Partnerships have set up 
groups to take a more detailed look at 
particular problems. South Cambs, for 
instance, have groups looking at the 
most prevalent types of crime, namely, 
burglary, vehicle crime, antisocial 
behaviour, substance misuse and do- 
mestic violence. However, in East 
Cambs, there are groups taking an over- 
view of all the community safety issues 
in those areas with the highest crime lev- 
els. 

Each Crime and Disorder Partner- 
ship has a small amount of money avail- 
able for funding crime reduction 
projects that link to the priorities of the 
Partnerships.

The lighter nights are with us! The time is right to start up, if you do not already have one, a Neighbour- 
hood Watch scheme in your area. 

There is no standard format or blueprint for Neighbourhood Watch. It belongs to the people for their own 
comfort and protection. Once set up there is very little maintenance. Ideally each street needs one co- 
ordinator and several ‘deputies’ who will work with him/her. All of you will serve as a liaison between your 
residents and the police. It is a wonderful way of getting to know your neighbours. 

However Neighbourhood Watch is not only about erecting signs and helping to prevent crime. It rests on the concept of 
2ood neighbourliness. The basic idea is simple. Neighbours join together to look out for each other, their homes and sur- 
roundings. Things like removing newspapers and milk bottles from the doorstep if they accumulate or if you know your 


neighbour is away from home. 


You may think that you already do all this, but by establishing a Neighbourhood Watch scheme you are telling everyone, 
particularly the would-be criminal, that you are a combined force who will protect each other. 

there are still some areas in the Village that do not have any or complete cover. Do not think that because there are 
Neighbourhood Watch signs in your particular street that the whole of the area is covered, this may well not be the case. If 
you have any doubts at all please call me on the telephone number below. I will give all the help I can in setting up individual 
schemes and we have the backing of P.C. Richard Newman and the Histon police section, at all times. 

Please think very seriously about Neighbourhood Watch cover in your area; remember most insurance companies give a 
discount if you are able to prove membership! 

In the meantime do take care. Do not let anyone into your home unless you have made all the checks to ensure the caller 
is genuine, a telephone call to the company on the i.d. card could save a great deal of heartache and/or loss.

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This is the time of year when I finally 
dig out my compost bin. Ideally we 
should spread the compost or use it for 
bean trenches in the autumn but time or 
Weather never seems to allow this. 
Compost is very important as a soil 
improve. It lightens heavy soil, but also 
makes light soil less “dusty” and im- 
proves drainage as wel! as holding wa- 
ter.

Join the Queue for a free 


bus pass 


Catching a bus couldn’t be easier thanks 
to anew photocard bus pass being launched 
throughout the County. 

South Cambridgeshire District Council is 
just one of the authorities to hop onto the 
new scheme with a subsidy of over £200,000. 
From Ist April there is no charge for the pass, 
as in previous years, and the new passes 
will have a security identifying photocard. 

Councillor Simon Kime, Chairman of 
South Cambridgeshire District Council ex- 
plained, “This is a great bonus to our resi- 
dents - many who are in quite rural areas and 
don’t find it easy to gct around. Reduced 
fares are available on all local bus services 
throughout Cambridgeshire and Peterbor- 
ough. It also enables eligible passengers to 
travel on journeys that start or end in either 
of those areas - though unfortunately long 
distances express coach services or excur- 
sions off to the Continent are ruled out!” 

To qualify for the new pass potential pas- 
sengers need to belong to the following 
groups: 

- Pensioners (men aged 65 or over, or 
women aged 60 or over) 

- Disabled people who qualify for the 
higher rate mobility component Disability 
Living Allowance. 

- Registered deaf. 

- Those who are without speech, and can 
provide medical evidence. 

- Those who are prevented from obtain- 
ing a driving licence on medical grounds. 
Those registered blind or partially sighted. 

- Those who have a learning disability 
which includes significant impairment of in- 
telligence and social functioning. 

What does the pass offer? 

The pass gives reductions of 50% on all 
single and return fares (there is no maximum 
reduction as in previous years). It will not 
give reductions on special tickets or passes, 
such as Rover tickets, ‘Megariders’, five or 
ten journey books of tickets. If passengers 
hold a pass because they are blind or par- 
tially sighted, they travel free. 

Where can passengers collect their 
passes? 

Residents of South Cambridgeshire can 
collect their pass from the Council Offices 9 
- 11 Hills Road, Cambridge or from any vil- 
lage Post Office in the District. 

To collect a pass there is a simple applica- 
tion form to complete and a requirement to 
prove eligibility. This could be evidence of 
age, ora registration form or card. All passes 
issued from Ist April will require a passport 
sized photograph.

Asachild, I was never very good at 
football. I was good at rugby, but not 
at football and because of it, I was al- 
ways being left towards the end when 
teams were being picked. More often 
than not I was put in goal ... (which I 
didn’t really mind, because I could use 
my hands and I was good at rugby!). 

Saint Matthias must have felt a bit like 
that. His feast day falls on Monday 14th 
May this year and he was picked to be 
an Apostle, taking the place of Judas 
who betrayed Jesus to the authorities 
and then committed suicide. The Bible 
tells us that they ‘drew lots’ to see which 
of two proposed replacements should 
be an Apostle and Matthias won, de- 
feating Joseph Barsabbas, also known 


as Justus. And that’s it - no more infor- 
mation at all! 

Legends disagree as to whether he 
preached in Ethiopia and died there, or 
was beheaded or was crucified, but the 
Bible keeps a curtain of silence over 
him. 

I’ve no doubt that he faithfully exer- 
cised his calling as an Apostle, preach- 
ing the Good News about Jesus, set- 
ting up Churches, etc., but history is 
more interested in Peter, Paul, Thomas 
and the others. 

But I like Matthias - the quiet, unas- 
suming Apostle who just gets on with 
his job without making a fuss. I know 
that there are many in Bar Hill who are 
just like that - they don’t seek the lime- 
light, but that get on with what we’re 
given to do and faithfully serve those
